bank robbery 


TEL AVIV. — Three men were 
convicted by the Tel Aviv District 
Court yesterday of holding up the 
Bank Lem'lacha here & yeaT agy. 
They were Emanuel David, Emanuel 
Ze'evl and Yitzhak Hammer. Sen- 
tence will be handed down at 2 
later date. 

David and Hammer were also 
convicted of robbing a local mer- 
chant, Avraham Sofer, on December 
13, 1071 — exactly a month before 
the bank robbery. 

Mr. Sofer was going over his 
books with a business assoctate 
when two masked men walked in. 
They demanded money, but the of- 
fice Safe was empty. They Snally 
left, taking Mr. Sofer's wallet, con- 
talning IL875, with them. The two 
robbers were later identified 88 
David and Hammer, 

A month later the three men 
drove up to the Bank Lem’lacha in 
a white Triumpb car. Ze’evi stayed 
at the wheel while David and Ham- 
mer entered the bank and took 
1L6,000 at gunpoint, 

Searching the home of Amram 
Meir, a suspect in the case, police 
later foumd Mr, Sofer’s wallet. It 
transpired that both robberies had 
been planned in Meir’s flat, Metr 
Tater turned State witness, his testi- 
mony helping convict his three as- 
sociates. 

Three policemen were sentenced 
to 21 days in the lock-up 8. fort- 
night ago for needlessly beating up 
Ze'evi during the investigation, when 
83 refused to reveal the place where

LONDON (UPI). — Warsaw Pact 
members have agreed to reject 
Western demarmds for free move- 
ment of people and information 
aercss the Iron Curtain, as the 
price for accepting a Sovtet-spon- 
sored collective security system for 
the continent, Eastern diplomats 

The issue represents a key ele- 
ment In the pan-European security 
system which 34 European rations, 
with American and Canadian par- 
ticipation, currently ere considering. 

The U.S., Britain, West Germany 
and many other Western nations 
which will participate this summer 
in preparatory talks for an all- 
European security conference have 
told the Communist governments 
that greater freedom of movement 
of people, information and ideas is 
essential to make a security system 
tor the continent credible and worth- 
while. 

The Communists have from the 
start been suspicious of the Western 
demand, considering # an attempt 
to undermine the closed societies of 
the Communist nations. 

Eastern diplomats said the Wer- 
saw Pact took up the issue recently 
and agreed that it will oppose the 
Western demand, Instead, & will 
‘propose closer “contacts,” by which 
18 meant strictly state-controlled 
movements as opposed to free and 
independent arrangements by indi- 
viduals — tourists, sctentists, tech- 
aicfans and the like.
